Now, we're merely a citizen and taxpayer — one 
of those useful but obscure personages whose main 
function in the government of the nation seems to be 
helping in a small way to pay the bills. 

However, in our crude way, we would like to com- 
ment that what we are looking for in the way of econo- 
my in government spending is the real McCoy, and not 
ia run-around. 

We fail to see where transferring personnel from 
one government bureau to another is going to cut down 
expenses in the aggregate. 

And while some changes in the governmental set- 
up may be necessary, it seems to us that revision should 
be downward, and not lateral.- 

It begins to look to us as though some of these 

self-perpetuating bureaus are going to be real post-war 

problems. 

* * * 

That Changeable "A" Note 

We've heard of people sounding a new note in 
world affairs, but according- to a recent item in that 
newspaperman's newspaper^ the Christian Science Moni- 
tor, France has come up with an objection to noting a 
new sound in an old note— an "a" note, to be exact. 

So far as' our comparatively limited musical stu- 
dies have been concerned, an *'a" note was always just 
that, take it or leave it. But now we learn how wrong 
we were. 

t The article from which we scooped up our in- 
formation—or rather, which 'dumped the information 
over our indifferent head— reads, in part, as follows: 

France is going to demand international stabili- 
zation of the musical note "a" -to stop the inflation of 
the note by foreign musicians, particularly those in the 
United Stales, Great Britain", and Russia. 

The French say the number of vibrations of the 
"a" note, set at 870 a second at an international con- 
vention in Vienna in 1085, has been climbing steadily 
in the concerL halls of various countries until there are 
now places where the note has been inflated to as much 
as 912 vibrations. 

The French Office of Art and Creation is de- 
manding -that an international commission be formed 



to get everybody together at 880 vibrations. 

The French proposals that international coopera- 
tion be extended to "deflating the 'a' ". met varying re- 
sponses among several of Boston's prominent musicians, 
Or. Serge Koussevitzky, conductor. of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, stated the outstanding advantage 
of a high pitch is that it gives great brillance to the; 
music performed. He said his organization intended to' 
keep to its accustomed pitch of 444 or as it would be 
in the French system of reckoning, 888. 

The ears of his orchestra's audiences- have be- 
come used to this pitch, he said, and he saw.no advan-; 
tage in changing their listening habits. Besides, if pit- 
ches were standardized, it woujd mean a wholesale ad-, 
justment in the woodwind section of numerous orches-j 
,tras, including the Boston -Symphony, for most of the. 
instruments have been adjusted for the higher pitch.; 
He added that pitches can never be ^ stabilized since 
climates in different countries affect .the pitch. 

Walter H. Piston, Jr., composer and teacher at 
Harvard, commented that the pitch has been slowly ris- 
ing for many years due to an increased appreciation-of 
brilliance of tone. The fact is, he said, that it has risen 
so much since Beethoven's day that his music is now be- 
ing heard a full half-tone higher than the keys in which 
it was written. 

The standard pitch accepted in France ,for , treble 
A, Mr. Piston pointed out, has been 435 for many years^ 
while the Boston Symphony instruments are tuned to 
444. (The treble A is a note ordinarily taken an octave 
higher, which is apparently spoken of in the Paris dis- 
patch.) 

It certainly would be an advantage in the case of 
instruments such as the xylophone, which cannot be 
tuned to different pitches, if a standard could be adopt-' 
ed all over the world, said Mr. Piston. He expressed a 
little surprise tha,t the dead should be. taken by a French 
group at. this particular. moment, when France appears 
to be facing a number of more serious problems. 

Quincy Porter, violinist, composer and director 
of the New England Conservatory of Music, was one 
who agreed with the French that an international "a" 
would be advantageous. He 'pointed out a growing ten- 
dency on the part of orchestras and string quartets in 
the United States .to pitch their instruments higher. 
This is distressing to many listeners used to the 440 
rate, he said, who settle back comfortably to hear, for 
instance, Beethoven's Fifth Symphony in C Minor, and 
sit up with a start when the tones come pouring out 
closer to C sharp. 

Boris Goldovsky, pianist and lecturer, protested 
that an international "a" is not something musicians 
impose by international accord, unless they "pass a law" 
and make violations of it punishable by a fine. 

"Why standardize art?" asked Mr. Goldovsky in 
amazement. "Stabilizing the 'a' would be like making 
all painters use the same shades of green or red. Each 
musician has his own concept of artistry. He wouldn't 
be happy with a different 'a'. Since the Leningrad Or- 
chestra and the London Philharmonic and the Boston 
Symphony do not play simultaneously, I don't see that 
anything is achieved in all having the same pitch." 

Anyway, now we've finally found out why fiddle 
players and others have a little trouble once in a while 
trying to get together on pitch. It's just some subversive 
international influences getting in dirty work on the 
"a" note. 

— Besides, this all makes a nice change from the 
usual postwar news, doesn't it?

The new law, he explained, pro- 
vides that automobile owners and 
operators who become involved in ac- 
cidents causing . bodily injury ] or 
death, or causing more than $50 dam- 
age to the property of any one per- 
son must meet stringent, require- 
ments or face suspension of their 
drivers' licenses and automobile re- 
gistration certificates. 

These requirements are that such 
owners and operators shall have ade- 
quate and acceptable Automobile Lia- 
bility Insurance or shall deposit with 



the Secretary of State security (up 
to $11,000 in cash, negotiable securi- 
ties or other acceptable collateral) to 
cover the damages for" which they 
may be held liable. 

The easiest and simplest way for a 
motorist to meet the requirements 
•of the law, said Mr. S. Nelson, is to 
have Automobile Liability Insurance. 
His policy, provided it is written by 
a company authorized to do business 
in Illinois, will be acceptable as se- 
curity and the motorist will not, in 
the event of an Occident, have to fur- 
nish other security. Furthermore, his 
policy will be acceptable proof of fu- 
ture financial responsibility. 

In addition, concluded Mr. Nelson^ 
an Automobile Liability Insurance 
policy will pay, up to the limits pur- 



chased, any final judgment which 
may ,be entered against the policy* 
holder as the result of an automobile 
accident.
